Fourteen Muscovy breeders, from the United States, Canada, and Great 
Britain, met on November 14, at the 1998 APA/ABA joint national meet in 
Columbus, OH and formed the International Muscovy Breeders Association 
(IMBA) . The organizational meeting was the last one posted for the day and 
everyone at the meeting was very pleased with the good turnout. 

The purpose of the organization is to promote Muscovy ducks for exhibition, 
meat, and utility purposes. The IMBA is an international club and welcomes 
interested persons from all countries. 

Among those present at the organizational meeting were Graham and Tracy 
Hicks from England, Rusty Hart from Michigan, Brian Paul Witt from South 
Carolina, ana Bernard Gil from Ontario, Canada. The following officers were 
elected in 1998 and continue to serve today: Mark D. Whitebread, president; 
Rusty Hart, vice president, and Paul Witt, secretary/treasurer/newsletter 
editor. 

The first national meet of the newly formed IMBA was held in conjunction 
with the Lucasville, OH show in 1999. There were 66 Muscovies, in 13 
varieties, in the show. A Black old duck that was shown by Danny Padgett was 
the Champion Muscovy and Grand Champion of the Show. Graham and Tracy Hicks, 
among the top waterfowl breeders in England, flew in for the show. At that 
time, they made the necessary arrangements to import into England some 
Muscovies from Brian Paul Witt. 

The 2000 national meet of the IMBA took place in conjunction with the 
Virginia Poultry Breeders Association show in Richmond in November. There 
were 189 Muscovies, of 7-8 varieties, in the show. Bernard Gil and Don 
Virgoe, both from Ontario, Canada, attended the show. Very beautiful stained 
glass awards for the 2000 IMBA meet were made by Don Virgoe. 

At the Richmond show, Bernard Gil had RV on a White drake and Brian Paul 
Witt had BV and RV on Chocolates. Danny Padgett had BV and RV on everything 
else and won BB on a Blue old duck, which went on to become the Grand 
Champion of the entire poultry show.

As soon as the show boxes 
are put away at the end of the 
fall show season, I set up 
breeding pens and prepare to 
hatch and raise next year’s 
“champions.” 

Hatching and raising chicks, 
using mostly setting hens, is 
one of my favorite poultry 
activities. It is surely one of the 
best ways to get through the 
winter. 

Who cares if it’s twenty 
below zero and there’s so much 
snow on the ground and on the 
roof that you can hardly find 
your house, let alone your 
poultry buildings? Who has the 
time to worry about ice and 
snow when there’s important 
work to be done. There are 
chicks, poults, ducklings, 
goslings, and keets to be 
hatched. There are young birds 
to be raised. There's important 
work to be done if you’re going 
to hatch and raise that bird that 
will walk off with the top 


honors at “the big show” next 
Fall. 

And speaking of big shows, 
it was an excellent fall 2000 
show season in District 2, with 
at least one show just about 
every weekend from early 
September to Thanksgiving: 
Twin Tier (9/10), Northern New 
York (9/17), Eastern New York 
(9/24), Garden State (9/30- 
10/1), Rochester (9/30-10/1), 
Bloomsburg (10/15), Yankee 
Classic (10/21-22), Uniontown 
(10/20-22), York (10/28-29), 
and Maryland (11/4-5). 

By my count, there were 19 
APA-sanctioned poultry-club 
sponsored shows in District 2 in 
2000! We’re really very 
fortunate to have so many first- 
class shows in this district. 

I showed or judged at six 
shows in the District this past 
fall (Twin Tier, Eastern New 
York, Garden State, 

Bloomsburg, Yankee Classic, 
and Maryland State) and would 
have shown at Northern New 
York, Rochester, Uniontown, 
and York,’ as well, had I not 
been judging elsewhere or 
otherwise committed those 
weekends. 





Two general observations on 
the fall shows: (1) there seem to 
be a lot of junior exhibitors who 
are getting actively involved 
with showing—which is 
wonderful—and (2) the quality 
of the birds shown was very 
high—even though the number 
of birds shown at some shows 
was down a bit from previous 
years. 

In mid-September, I judged 
at the double-sanctioned show 
sponsored by the North Iowa 
Poultry Association and the 
RBR club. It was a very 
interesting and gratifying 
experience. See the many 
articles on this inaugural double 
sanctioned show that were 
published in the November 
issue of “Poultry Press.” The 
same show format was also 
used successfully at the Three 
Amigos and Tres Hombres 
show in Sedalia, MO, on 

September 30, 2000-see the 

article on that show in the 

December issue of "Poultry 
Press." 

And then in late-October, 
there was the annual meet of the 
APA in Woodstock, Ontario. 
Canada. That was my first APA 
national convent.on as APA 
District 2 director, and it was an 
honor and a pleasure to 

represent District 2 there. 

Be sure to icad, elsewhere in 
this issue of "News and Views," 


the minutes of the APA 
meetings that took place in 
Canada in October. 

At the Directors' meeting at 
Woodstock, it was my pleasure 
to nominate George Schroeder, 
a District 2 native son and one 
of the most highly respected 
poultry judges in America and a 
master breeder of Cochin 
bantams, for an APA 
honor/lifetime achievement 
award. The award will be 
presented at the APA 2001 
semiannual meet that will be 
hosted by the West Central 
Ohio Poultry Breeders on 
March 17-18 in Wapakoneta, 
OH. 

As you perhaps know, a new 
book on exhibition poultry, 
“Extraordinary Chickens,” has 
just been published by Harry 
Abrams, Inc. The author of the 
book, Stephen Green-Armytage, 
contacted Arlene Sliker (New 
Jersey state rep for the APA) 
and asked her to put him in 
touch with someone who had a 
variety of exhibition poultry 
and who would be willing to 
take some birds to New York 
and appear with them on the 
Today show. Arlene put 
Stephen Green-Armytage in 
contact with me. 

The Today show segment 
was arranged by the book’s 
publisher in order to promote 
the 'cook. The live birds were 











the visual aids for the segment. 
I drove to New York on the 
afternoon of October 24th and 
drove directly to the NBC 
studio on West 47th Street. 
Stephen met me there and we 
unloaded the birds and put 
them, in their traveling boxes, 
into the NBC Studio. 

There is a strong emphasis in 
“Extraordinary Chickens” on 
chickens that the average person 
might not see every day. At the 
author’s request, therefore, I 
took the following birds to New 
York: standard Black Cochin 
cockerel, bantam Brown Red 
Modem Game pullet, White 
Silkie cockerel, standard 
Mottled Houdan hen, standard 
Splash Polish cockerel, standard 
Buff Orpington cock. 

At 6 A.M. on the 25th, 
Stephen and I were introduced 
to Katie Couric and Matt Lauef. 
There was a run-through of the 
poultry segment at that time. 
Stephen and I then went up to 
the Green Room and waited for 
our turn to go on the air. It was, 

I must say, very exciting to 
watch all the behind-the-scenes 
activity that goes on for the 
daily Today show broadcast. At 
one moment, for example, I was 
talking to Matt in the Green 
Room. Two minutes later, he 
was on the air, talking with 
another guest about retirement 
planning for senior citizens. 


The poultry segment went 
very well. Matt Lauer talked 
mostly with Stephen Green- 
Armytage about the book. I was 
in charge of the chickens and 
put them into the hands of Matt 
and Stephen at the appropriate 
times.The chickens “performed" 
well and were a big hit with 
everyone. It was a wonderful 
five-minute segment during 
which exhibition poultry were 
presented in a very positive and 
interesting light. There will, I’m 
sure, be many positive 
consequences of the broadcast 
for exhibition poultry. 

The publisher of the book 
paid for my hotel (the 
Shoreham on West 55 lh Street) 
and all my transportation 
expenses and meals. I was 
treated to dinner by Stephen 
Green-Armytage at a Thai 
restaurant on Eighth Avenue. 

Everyone at NBC was very 
nice to me and very interested 
in the birds. It was a very 
memorable experience. 

All of us, I think, have an 
obligation to promote our hobby 
whenever and wherever we can. 
If we all do our part to promote 
exhibition poultry, the hobby 
will be an option for those who 
come after us. 

Many members of the APA, 
it seems, are not aware of the 
APA's product line. Between 
April 1, 2000, when I took 



office as APA District 2 
director, and the end of 2000, I 
set up an APA sales and 
membership table at six poultry 
shows or events in District 2 
and sold $772.00 in APA 
merchandise and memberships 
for the organization. If you're 
not familiar with what's 
available from the APA, go to 
the APA's webpage and have a 
look around. 

Before you know it, the 
Spring show season will be 
here. Very early in the season 
will be the Berks show 
(contacts are Muard Naugle and 
Elton Minnich). 

Then it will be the 
Susquehanna show (contact is 
Kay St. Amour). Then the 
Westmoreland show (contact is 
Ray Hile or Jack Tickle). 

And then the 26th annual 
Delmarva show, which will take 
place on April 8,and which, I 
have learned from Richard 
Barczewski, will take place this 
year in a new Exhibition Hall 
on the Delaware State 
Fairgrounds at Harrington, DE. 
Four judges have been 
confirmed already: Lewis 
Cunningham, Will Burton, 
Ralph Beamer, and Don Nelson. 
The Delmarva show this spring 
will host the 2001 APA District 
2 meet. 

Additional details on all of 
these early spring shows will be 


announced here and on the APA 
District 2 webpage as soon as 
they are available. To access the 
District 2 webpage, go to the 
APA's webpage 

(www.ampltya.com) and click 
on "Directors." There, under my 
name, you will see a 
webaddress. Click on that 
address, and the APA District 2 
webpage should appear before 
you. 

These early spring shows are 
always very nice, so make plans 
now to show at as many of them 
as you can. Why not set a goal 
for yourself of attending this 
Spring at least one show you’ve 
never shown at before? 

And remember to thank the 
people who make possible 
every show you attend. Poultry 
clubs, as you know, don’t have 
to put on shows. They do so 
because they choose to. So, 
after you’ve packed up at the 
end of a show, make it a point 
to find the show secretary and 
personally thank him/her and 
the club as a whole for putting 
on the show and for all the work 
that they all have put in to make 
the show possible. The entire 
club will appreciate your 
thanks, and it will make them 
want to do it again next year. At 
the same time, saying "thank 
you" will also make you feel 
good.

The meeting was called to order at 7:05 p.m. by Vice-President 
Padgett. Members present included: Danny Padgett, Vice-President; Directors:

District 3 - Lewis Cunningham; District 5 - Duane Urch; District 6 - Fred Zillich; 
District 7 - Sam Brush; District 8 - John Monaco; District 9 - Nona Shearer; 
District 10 - Troy Laroche; District 11- Rico Sebastianelli; District 12 - Peter 
Merlin; Director at Large - Clell Agler for Vi Halbach; and Loma Rhodes, 
Secretary-Treasurer. 

Troy Laroche welcomed the Board to District 10 on behalf of the 
Ontario Poultry Breeders and the Sarnia Poultry, Pigeon and Pet Stock 
Association 

It was motioned by Nona Shearer and seconded by Troy Laroche that 
the minutes of the Semi-Annual meeting be accepted as printed in the Spring 
2000 News and Views . The motion carried unanimously. 

Correspondence: No correspondence not already distributed. 

2002 Annual Bids. 

There were no bids to be considered since it has been previously voted 
that the 2000 meet will be a joint APA/ABA National to be held at Columbus. 

Due to the joint APA-ABA meeting at Columbus of 2002 for our 
Annual Meeting, the rotation will be suspended for the 2002 Semi-Annual. 

The rotation will resume in 2003. 

REPORTS: 

Secretary’s Report: 

Since the meeting at Utah in March I have written and mailed 
3 issues of the News & Views. Sent dues notices to all members with dues 
expiring at the end of October. The Associate ones were sent in June, the others 
later. 

I have reordered ribbons, coop cards and hats. 

The current membership is Life-75, ETL —288, Annual—2124, 

Junior—813, Associate—279 for a total of 3579. An increase of 92 over last 
October. 

Certificates and other awards are the first order of business upon my 
return home. (After the mail that is.) 

We have on hand 156 Colored standards, and 4469 Black & white 
standards. 
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Bob and I went to the XXI World Poultry Congress in Montreal. The 
Association had a booth in the exhibition hall. Most of the other uooths were 
occupied by companies with supplies etc. for the commercial producers. 
Medications, vitamins, supplements, crates , cages, and much more 
sophisticated equipment. Paul Kuhl of New Jersey was among them. The 
American Poultry Association Historical Society was there. They also had a 
booth selling Ukranian colored Easter Eggs. 

We visited with a lot of people of all colors, languages and 
nationalities, most of whom had much better English than I had their language. 

Many expressed interest in our organization and Standard. But many did not 
want to carry extra things onto the airplane. Also, many were from Universities 
and wanted the University to order and pay for the book. Others were from 
poorer countries just starting into commercial poultry. 

We sold 20 colored standards, 16 coloring books, 22 posters, 2 black & 
white standards and 11 hats. While the expenses of the trip were not met 
financially they appear to me to have been justified with the exposure. Only 
time will tell what will come of that.

The committee is reviewing a few points in the Waterfowl tests. 

Troy Laroche motioned to accept this report, Sam Brush seconded. The vote to 
accept was unanimous.

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Standard Committee: 

The Standard Committee Report was submitted and read by Sam 

Brush. 

The committee is pleased to report to the APA Board on a number of 
activities that the committee had been working on during the past several 
months. The committee has focused on reviewing and proofreading the 1998 
edition of the Standard of Perfection. 


1998 Edition Standard of Perfection - Strategy for Errors/Fixes. 

1. Seek feedback from membership and have committee review the document 
for typographical, spelling and format deficiencies as well as substantive errors 
in the descriptions, figures or judging instructions. 

The review phase is completed. Over 500 errors, the vast majority of 
which involve spelling, grammar, formatting or similar errors, have been input 
into an Access database and organized according to categories (minor spelling 
errors, major oi key corrections, text formats such as font inconsistencies, etc.) 
The actual mark-up Standard is available for review should nay of the Directors 
wish to scan the types of items that have been flagged. Access reports listing all 
the errors are being furnished to the printer so their staff can evaluate the effort 
needed to make the corrections and provide a bid price for the next reprinting. 
Global Internet is aware that these changes are coming, and Walt Leonard feels 
he can expedite the completion of changes because they will be clearly laid out 
and documented in Access report form. 

2. Prepare unification action and Standard revision lists for those changes that 
were incorporated during the last printing. An errata pamphlet listing the 
unification actions, Standard revisions, and major or substantive corrections 
from the Access files, will be prepared. Examples of these major corrections 
include positioning the correct Wellsummer and Bamvelder male illustrations, 
correcting the Faverolle text where the male and female descriptions are 
entangled, Scale of Points corrections for waterfowl, and so forth. All of the 
typographical, spelling and format errors will not be incorporated into the errata 
piece. Global Interprint has indicated to Walt Leonard that they will print ihe 
errata piece at their cost, and we intend to ask for some appropriate number 
over 5000 to ensure that there will be enough to cover the first run which had all 
the errors. Once printed, the errata pamphlet will be made available at no cost to 
any members or purchasers who have the 1998 color edition and need the 
companion errata piece. 

Again, the primary target has been to thoroughly go through the 1998 
edition to locate errors and prepare the necessary materials for the printer to 
make those changes and then print the 2001 edition. The black and white 
version is also undergoing the same type of proofreading, but the color edition 
corrections are the most important at this juncture because of the low numbers 
in stock. It is highly likely that the APA will be out of color Standards for some 
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time period due to unanticipated levels of purchase. At the Semi-Annual there 
were approximately 1400 color Standards remaining, and this has rapidly 
dwindled to 160 as of the first part of October. 

John Monaco motioned to accept this report, Fred Zillich seconded. 

The motion passed unanimously. 

Yearbook Committee: 

The yearbooks were mailed book rate to all Life, Endowment Trust 
Life and Life members in July. 1 have received 16 of them back, most for 
incorrect addresses. The expenses were $1,6843.71. Income from ads was $7, 
809 for a net expense of $ 9,034.71. 

The expenses include mailing expenses incurred by the committee to 
solicit ads. They do not include envelopes, labels and postage for mailing. 

Fred Zillich moved to accept this report. Sam Brush seconded the 
motion. It was passed unopposed.

Troy Laroche motioned to arrange to accept credit cards on line. Nona Shearer 
seconded the motion. The motion carried unopposed. 

Sam Brush motioned to accept this report, Fred Zillich seconded the motion. It 
passed unanimously. 

Artist Competition; 

As of the Annual the competition had 37 entries into the three 
divisions offered. Shipping of the entries presented the APA with some 
challenges but the outcome was that all the submissions made it to Canada on 
time. 

Three suggestions to the board with regards to the future competitions. 

1. That all the entries be shipped to the hosting District Director to save on 
shipping costs to the Annual Meeting. 

2. That there be a size limitation on submissions made. Mainly to facilitate 
shipping regulations with the different carriers that might be utilized. 

3. That the APA retain the copyright to the winning submissions for a period of 
one year only and then return, in writing, the copyright and original submitted 
work back to the submitting artist as to give opportunity for profit if the 
submitting artist so chooses. This should also facilitate more entries as the "sole 
ownership" clause was viewed as somewhat prohibitive for several artist that 
showed interest.

The Constitution and By-Laws Committee has received no proposals 
for amendment of either the Constitution or the By-Laws within the prescribed 
time limit and there are none waiting for vote. 

The Committee has recently received a request from Sam Brush, 
Secretary of the Judges Section, that we insert a sentence somewhere that the 
use of drugs during the period of a show( including out of show activities) not 
be allowed by judges. This would be a message to exhibitors also. Our 
committee has not met but through e-mail communication has shown definite 
reservations about controlling activities beyond the showroom. Conduct of 
members is covered in ARTICLE III, Section 3 of our Constitution where any 
conduct harmful or a discredit to the Association is grounds for suspension or 
expulsion. In ARTICLE V, Section lm or our By-Laws, conduct embarrassing 
to the Association is grounds for suspension of a Judges license. 

It is our preliminary opinion that the changing of our Show Rules, III 
Show Room Requirements, D to say. The abuse of any substance in and 
around the show room shall be strictly discouraged and prohibited, and 
violations by management, judges or exhibitors may be reported to the 
American Poultry Association, Inc. by sworn statement. A judge found 
guilty may have his/her license revoked. (By adding the word “substance” we 
cover anything not considered a dmg.) This addition could act as a deterrent and 
could be helpful to Show Committees. The Board can change Show Rules 
without advance notification to the membership.

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National Po u ltry Improvement Plan: 

Motioned to have Sam Brush check into the possible role of the APA in the 
program. Fred Zillich motioned. John Monaco seconded. The motion carried 
unanimously. 

Legislative committee Report: 

On September 12, 2000, at the invitation of the House of 
Representatives Agriculture Committee, Clell Agler and Jeff Halbach attended a 
Congressional Hearing on House Bill 1275. The Bill in its current form is 
intended to stop interstate shipping of game fowl. 

Our testimony was before the House Agriculture Committee of the 
House of Representatives. Our testimony was focused on our concerns that, 
should this Bill be passed, exhibition poultry would be confused with game fowl 
and our hobby could be irreparably damaged. We also stated the po'ential harm 
done to FFA & 4-H poultry projects. We gave a brief history of exhibition 
poultry, the American Poultry Association and the popularity of poultry 
exhibitions in America. We also provided the committee with two copies of the 
Standard of Perfection and a video tape of the 1998 Ohio National so they could 
view the unique qualities of exhibition poultry. 

Other witnesses who testified were either aggressively in favor of, or 
opposed to the Bill. Opposed to House Bill 1275 were: Mr. Perdue, State 
Congressman from West Virginia and a representative of the United Game Fowl 
Breeders Association and Mr. Berry representii ' the Oklahoma Animal 
Husbandry Coalition. The Game Bird breeders were well represented with 2 
lobbyists and 300 of their members. 

The Game Bird breeders have prepared for this hearing by providing an 
impact study illustrating that the financial impact of passage of this bill could be 
as much as $300,000,000. That is the annual expenditures of Game Bird 
breeders based on their impact study. While these figures have nothing to do the 
arguments presented by organizations advocating for passage of the Bill, these 
figures likely impress officials within the Agriculture Department. 

Those witnesses advocating passage of HB 1275 were: Mr. Pacelle of 
the Humane Society and Ms. Schlueter of the Broward County Florida Sheriff s 
Department. Their position, too, was a strong one and they seem very dedicated. 
They feel that passage of the Bill will pose serious limitations on cock fighting 
and aid in the arrest of game fowl enthusiasts. 

At this time, the House Committee plans to table the Bill until nexi 
year. The advocates for the Bill have stated that they will continue their efforts, 
and they are well funded. 




Our task should be one of continued illustration that “all birds are not 
created equal.” We must continue to define the differences between Game Birds 
and Exhibition Poultry. It is critically important that judges hold Game Birds to 
the highest standards of our Standard of Perfection. If an exhibited bird does not 
meet standards, that bird should be disqualified. We should also pursue 
developing an impact study on Exhibition Poultry and Class B Hatcheries to 
point out that limiting shipment of those categories of poultry would also create 
financial hardship. 

Lew Cunningham motioned that the Association pay the expenses 
incurred by Jeff Halbach and Clell Agler on their trip to Washington. Troy 
Laroche seconded. The motion passed unopposed.

Judging and Showing: 

A proposal to change the bylaws by rescinding By-Law ARTICLE 
VII, Section 3, f. was made by Lew Cunningham, seconded by Duane Urch. 
The proposal would initiate a request to the Constitution and Bylaws Committee 
to start the process for considering this by-law change at the next Semi-Annual 
Meeting. Troy Laroche, Nona Shearer and Clell Agler voted for the proposal.

Powell voted against the proposal. There was one abstention.

EMERGENCY COLD WEATHER 
PROTECTION FOR LARGE 
COMB BIRDS: 

When Doug Akers told me 
about the frost bite on his standard Orp 
males, it reminded me of a solution a 
member from the really cold, way 
below zero, part of Wyoming had She 
got some cardboard boxes that were 
large enough, so that with one box 
inside the other she could put some 
straw in the inside box and put a male 
bird in it. Then close both boxes with 
a sack and weight over the top to keep 
it closed. She left the boxes in the 
insulated pen with the other birds. In 
the morning she took the males out. 
This would be a lot of work, but she 
d ; in’t freeze any combs.

BEGINNlRS COLUMN: by Ralph 
Brazelton From the May 1988 

ALL-Orp. 

Some of you will have young 
chicks by the time you get this Select 
a good mash, keep fresh water 
available and maintain heat as 
prescribed by your brooder If you are 
brooding only a few be sure the light 
bulb supplies enough heat. If they 
move about normally in their 
compartment all is well 

If fertility is a problem brush 
the feathers below the vent with Black 
Leaf 40 Do not let it touch the skin. 
(Note: Black Leaf 40 is no longer 
available A lot of folks dust with 
insecticide, 5% Sevin or something 
similar WT) If you have not clipped 
the fluff around the vent, clip it closely 
so that no sharp barbs remain. 

A wet mash (about 1 
tablespoon full per standard bird, a lot 
less for bantams) fed once a day 
containing your regular mash to which 
has been added a few drops (per bird) 
of cod liver oil and wheat germ oil on 
alternate days. Supply Greens if 
available: lettuce or cabbage 
trimmings, 4 th cutting alfalfa or 
sprouted oats. Do not keep the birds 
to fat but in good solid flesh. Feed 
com sparingly, if at ail Feed a hand 
iull or two per bird oats or wheat mix 
per bird in the evening. 

Turn eggs daily before setting 
and set none older than 7 days Follow 
your incubator instructions. 

Note: Remember Ralph is 
talking about Standard Large 
Orpingtons when he talks about feed 
quantities. WT 

MATING BUFF VARIETIES by J. 
H. Robinson (1898) from April 87 
ALL-Orp 

Though buff is called a solid 
color it is by no means an easy color to 


handle Breeders find it quiteadifficult 
to get one uniform shade of buff in all 
sections and keep it, as to get any 
combination of colors and markings 
described in the Standard At present 
the popular shade is a golden buff, 
between the reddish buff and a pale 
yellow, which were the extremes of 
color that different breeders have been 
calling buff 

In mating buff fowls, the best 
methods is to use birds of both sexes 
that are as near the desired golden buff 
as can be obtained, avoiding the mating 
of birds having the same color defects 
in the same section, whether the 
defects are similar ir opposite. The 
common color faults in buff fowls are, 
white or black in wings or tails; red on 
the backs or shoulders of males; very 
light breasts in females; black ticks or 
ticks or lacing on necks or backs, 
mottled plumage; salty under color 
;and white under color; no under color 
Black or gray in any part of the 
plumage except the primaries and main 
tail feathers should cause the bird to be 
rejected, no matter how good 
otherwise. In the sections excepted a 
little dark color may be admitted if the 
mate of the bird is good buff in them. 
In any case it is not advisable to breed 
from a specimen in which the foreign 
color is distinct. Birds with positive 
white in wings or tails, should be 
rejected, also those in which the upper 
and lower webs of the feather are of 
distinctly different shade. Faded and 
slightly mealy wings and tails may be 
admitted if the bird is pretty good all 
around, and can be mated with one 
good in wings and tail. A bird extra 
good in wing and tail can generally be 
used to good advantage, though rather 
weak in other sections. In breeding to 
get the red out of the backs of males, 
the lightest females that can be found 
that are good, bright and even in 
surface color; the same on back and 
breast, should be mated to males as 
free from red as can be had, and fairly 
uniform in all sections. Specimens with 
pait eyes should be rejected In an 
exhibition bird surface color is worth 
more than under color; but in breeding 
a bird good in under color will get 
more good even colored chicks than 
one better on the surface and not so 
good in under color

Color Breeding White Dorkings

I’ve been waiting for this one. Select birds of both sexes that are of good standard type and clear 
snow-white color. 

If an out cross is needed be prepared to grade for a while. Any Dorking could be used but Silver 
Gray and Light Gray would be your best choice, followed by Dark Gray or black. Avoid Red or 
Colored or Cuckoo is at all possible. As a descendent of the Dorking the best choice might 
actually be a White Orpington. 


Selecting Dorking Breeding Stock 

Selection is an ongoing process because undesirable traits are transmitted and well as good ones. 
Typical standard birds are not produced by chance, careful and continuous selections are 
required, and Characteristics acquired by generations of proper selection become fixed. 

The most important trait a breeder can possess is persistence. Rolling mating or another form of 
line breeding will produce a relatively uniform population when followed for a period of time. 
The breeder's judgement will determine the quality of the population of their flock. Once a 
desirable flock is established maintenance is fairy easy. Fears of a single mistake in judgement 
destroying years of selection are groundless, provided you don’t stop with an unfavorable result. 
An outcross that initially produces undesirable results can easily be graded to one side in order to 
produce the desired type. Your only mistake would be to quit with the bad result. 

General points for selecting Dorking breeding. 

• The Dorking comb should be medium large. The single variety comb should have six points; 
they should be uniform and fairly even in distribution. Avoid breeding from stock that has 
less than five or more than seven points. Of course six is ideal. The male’s comb is erect 
however the female’s tends to lop. The lopped comb in females is preferable to an upright 
comb. Do not breed from a bird with a side sprig. 

• The Rose Comb should be symmetrical, well-formed, square in front and low set on a 
broad base. The well-defined spike should go straight back and not follow the contour of 
the head. Avoid overly large or undersized combs. Do not breed from a bird with a 
telescoped comb. 

• The ‘Standard 1 calls for ‘bright red ear-lobes’, but historically the breed showed tinges of 
white in the ear-lobe. ‘The Standard’ specifically list under disqualification; Dorkings ‘ear¬ 
lobes more than 1/3 white’. Two birds being equal with the exception of the color of the ear¬ 
lobe breed from the bird with the reddest ear-lobe. Cull positive white enamel in the ear-lobes 

• The Dorking is a rather loose-fitting bird. Extremely tight or hard feathering should be 
avoided. The males should be well furnished, exhibiting an abundance of flowing feathering. 
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• The Dorking is a white skinned bred. The legs and feet should be white or pinkish white. One 
exception to this is the Cuckoo, which allow foe some mottling on the legs. It is also a five- 
toed breed, never breed from an eight or nine-toed bird unless you have absolutely no other 
option and then religiously cull the off spring for five toes. The fifth toes should be close to 
and just above the fourth toe. It should however be well separated, showing no tendency to 
grow together with the fourth toe. Avoid irregularly shape or short fifth toes. Check to make 
sure the fourth toe is present and avoid breeding from stock that has crooked or misshapen 
toes. The spurs should be on the inside of the leg, culling birds who’s spur appear on the 
outside of the leg. 

• Other characteristics to avoid would include; small size, short backs, shaft bodies, long legs, 
high tails, long necks or feather stubs. Whenever in doubt refer to your ‘.Standard of 
Perfection’

Feed Contamination Issue Resolved by FDA 

Although many of you may have heard the latest regarding the resolution of 
the cattle feed contamination situation in Texas, I wanted to ensure that 
you received this statement issued by the Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA), the agency in charge of regulating feed components. The FDA has 
said the cattle involved are to be rendered and the material will not enter 
ruminant or human food channels. The Texas Animal Health Comrission (TAHC) 
will provided assistance to the FDA as requested and needed. 

FDA ANNOUNCES TEST RESULTS FROM TEXAS FEED LOT 

Today (Tuesday, Jan. 30) the Food and Drug Administration announced the 
results of tests taken on feed used at a Texas feedlot that was suspected 
of containing meat and bone meal from other domestic cattle — a violation 
of FDA's 1997 prohibition on using ruminant material in feed for other 
ruminants. Results indicate that a very low level of prohibited material 
was found in the feed feu to cattle. 


FDA has determined that each animal could have consumed, at most and in 
total, five-and-one-half grams - approximately a quarter ounce — of 
prohibited material. These animals weigh approximately 600 pounds. 

It is important to note that the prohibited material was domestic in oriyin 
(therefore not likely to contain infected material because there is no 
ev i^ en ce of BSE in U.S. cattle) , fed at a very low level, and fed only 
once. The potential risk of BSE to such cattle is therefore exceedingly 
low, even if the feed were contaminated. 


According to Dr. Bernard Schwetz, FDA’s Acting Principal Deputy 
Commissioner, "The challenge to regulators and industry is to keep this 
disease out of the United States. One important defense is to prohibit the 
use of any ruminant animal materials in feed for other ruminant animals. 
Combined with other steps, like U.S. Department of Agriculture's (USDA) ban 
on the importation of live ruminant animals from affected countries, these 
steps represent a series of protections, to keep American cattle free of 
BSE. " 
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Despite this negligible risk, Purina Mills, Inc., is nonetheless announcing 
that it is voluntarily purchasing all 1,222 of the animals held in Texas 
and mistakenly fed the animal feed containing the prohibited material. 
Therefore, meat from those animals will not enter the human food supply. 

FDA believes any cattle that did not consume feed containing the prohibited 
material are unaffected by this incident, and should be handled in the beef 
supply clearance process as usual. 


FDA believes that Purina Mills has behaved responsibly by first reporting 
the human error that resulted in the mis formulation of the animal feed 
supplement and then by working closely with State and Federal authorities. 


This episode indicates that the multi-layered safeguard system put into 
place is essential for protecting the food supply and that continued 
vigilance needs to be taken, by all concerned, to ensure these rules are 
followed routinely. 


FDA will continue working with USDA as well as state and local officials to 
ensure that companies and individuals comply with all laws and regulations 
designed to protect the U.S. food supply.

A show sponsored by a club that hires an “unacceptable” 
judge for that show can not be regarded by the APA as officially 
sanctioned. The APA can not, therefore, accept the show report for 
that show from that club. 

3. Should the APA draft a “letter of support” for use by an individual 
who is encountering difficulty in raising birds because of zoning 
regulations or ordinances? (birds can be successfully raised in urban 
areas; raising and showing exhibition poultry is a hobby; please give 
the fancier in question an opportunity to demonstrate that exhibition 
poultry, like dogs and cats, can find a mche/fit into most 
neighborhoods, etc.) 

4. Should the APA produce a list of guidelines and procedures that 
poultry clubs who are interested in hosting annual or semiannual 
meets of the APA could use in preparing to host an annual or 
semiannual meet of the APA (selecting a host motel, getting local 
support, getting discounts on the local level, advertising, getting the 
local chamber of commerce involved)?

Yes, I will be hatching (I hope) some standard Black Orpingtons this 
spring—but probably not very many of them. 

A month or so ago, I set up a breeding pen with four very nice birds: a 
beautiful cockerel, two old hens (one of them, with superior Orpington 
type), and one pullet. They started to lay, right on schedule, and fertility 
was good. I hatched about a dozen young from the first setting of eggs. And 
then the male got sick. I'm not sure what it is—"going light" perhaps. 

Whatever it is, fertility immediately went to zero. And that's where I stand 
right now. The hens continue to lay but the eggs are not fertile. The male 
eats and drinks OK, but he is only about 80% himself. I've tried everything. 

The real problem is that he is the only ma that I have. Last Fall I culled 
very heavily and decided that he was the oni. J *le that I wanted to breed 
from. In all the years I have been raising chi- ns, this is the first time 
I have backed myself into a corner like this. 

I'm hoping for a couple of nice cockerels from the few chicks that I do 
have. If not, I'm going to be in the same situation that you're in now. 

Maybe I will have an extra cockerel later in the year. But that will 
probably be too late for your present needs.

From the District 2 Director, 
S. Robert Powell 

It seems to me that all of us who 
raise exhibition poultry should be 
members of the APA and the ABA. 

In the event that you are not a 
member of the APA, you will not have 
seen or read the District 2 news in the 
Winter 2000-01 News and Views (pp. 5- 
8). 

Here, then, is the report from the 
District 2 director from the latest issue of 
the APA’s quarterly newsletter. News 
and Views: 


District 2(NY, NJ, PA,DE, MD, 
DC) S. Robert Powell 

As soon as the show boxes 
are put away at the end of the 
fall show season, I set up 
breeding pens and prepare to 
hatch and raise next year’s 
“champions.” 

Hatching and raising chicks, 
using mostly setting hens, is 
one of my favorite poultry 
activities. It is surely one of the 
best ways to get through the 
winter. 

Who cares if it’s twenty 
below zero and there’s so much 
snow on the ground and on the 
roof that you can hardly find 
your house, let alone your 
poultry buildings? Who has the 
time to worry about ice and 
snow when there’s important 
work to be done. There are 
chicks, poults, ducklings, 
goslings, and keets to be 


hatched. There are young birds 
to be raised. There’s important 
work to be done if you’re going 
to hatch and raise that bird that 
will walk off with the top 
honors at “the big show” next 
Fall. 

And speaking of big shows, 
it was an excellent fall 2000 
show season in District 2, with 
at least one show just about 
every weekend from early 
September to Thanksgiving: 
Twin Tier (9/10), Northern New' 
York (9/17), Eastern New York 
(9/24), Garden State (9/30- 
10/1), Rochester (9/30-10/1), 
Bloomsburg (10/15), Yankee 
Classic (10/21-22), Uniontown 
(10/20-22), York (10/28-29), 
and Maryland (11/4-5). 

By my count, there were 19 
APA-sanctioned poultry-club 
sponsored shows in District 2 in 
2000! We're really very 
fortunate to have so many first- 
class shows in this district. 

I showed or judged at six 
shows in the District this past 
fall (Twin Tier, Eastern New 
York, Garden State, 

Bloomsburg, Yankee Classic, 
and Maryland State) and would 
have shown at Northern New 
York, Rochester, Uniontown, 
and York, as well, had I not 
been judging elsewhere or 
otherwise committed those 
weekends. 

Two general observations on 
the fall shows: (1) there seem to 
be a lot of junior exhibitors who 
are getting actively involved 
with showing—which is 
wonderful-and (2) the quality 
of the birds shown was very 
high—even though the number 
of birds shown at some shows 
was down a bit from previous 
years. 

In mid-September, I judged 
at the double-sanctioned show 
sponsored by the North Iowa 
Poultry Association and the 
RBR club. It was a very 
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interesting and gratifying 
experience. See the many 
articles on this inaugural double 
sanctioned show that were 
published in the November 
issue of “Poultry Press.” The 
same show format was also 
used successfully at the Three 
Amigos and Tres Hombres 
show in Sedalia, MO, on 

September 30, 2000-see the 

article on that show in the 

December issue of "Poultry 
Press." 

And then in late-October, 
there was the annual meet of the 
APA in Woodstock, Ontario, 
Canada. That was my first APA 
national convention as APA 
District 2 director, and it was an 
honor and a pleasure to 

represent District 2 there. 

Be sure to read, elsewhere in 
this issue of "News and Views," 
the minutes of the APA 
meetings that took place in 
Canada in October. 

At the Directors' meeting at 
Woodstock, it was my pleasure 
to nominate George Schroeder, 
a District 2 native son and one 
of the most highly respected 
poultry judges in America and a 
master breeder of Cochin 
bantams, for an APA 
honor/lifetime achievement 
award. The award will be 
presented at the APA 2001 
semiannual meet that will be 
hosted by the West Central 
Ohio Poultry Breeders on 
March 17-18 in Wapakoneta, 
OH. 

As you perhaps know, a new 
book on exhibition poultry, 
“Extraordinary Chickens,” has 
just been published by Harry 
Abrams, Inc. The author of the 
book, Stephen Green-Armytage, 
contacted Arlene Sliker (New 
Jersey state rep for the APA) 
and asked her to put him in 
touch with someone who had a 
variety of exhibition poultry 
and who would be willing to

take some birds to New York 
and appear with them on the 
Today show. Arlene put 
Stephen Green-Armytage in 
contact with me. 

The Today show segment 
was arranged by the book’s 
publisher in order to promote 
the book. The live birds were 
the visual aids for the segment. 

I drove to New York on the 
afternoon of October 24th and 
drove directly to the NBC 
studio on West 47th Street. 
Stephen met me there and we 
unloaded the birds and put 
them, in their traveling boxes, 
into the NBC Studio. 

There is a strong emphasis in 
“Extraordinary Chickens” on 
chickens that the average person 
might not see every day. At the 
author’s request, therefore, I 
took the following birds to New 
York: standard Black Cochin 
cockerel, bantam Brown Red 
Modem Game pullet, White 
Silkie cockerel, standard 
Mottled Houdan hen, standard 
Splash Polish cockerel, standard 
Buff Orpington cock. 

At 6 A.M. on the 25th, 
Stephen and I were introduced 
to Katie Couric and Matt Lauer. 
There was a run-through of the 
poultry segment at that time. 
Stephen and I then went up to 
the Green Room and waited for 
our turn to go on the air. It was, 
I must say, very exciting to 
watch all the behind-the-scenes 
activity that goes on for the 
daily Today show broadcast. At 
one moment, for example, I was 
talking to Matt in the Green 
Room. Two minutes later, he 
was on the air, talking with 
another guest about retirement 
planning for senior citizens. 

The poultry segment went 
very well. Matt Lauer talked 
mostly with Stephen Green- 
Armytage about the book. I was 
in charge of the chickens and 
put them into the hands of Matt 
and Stephen at the appropriate 


times.The chickens “performed" 
well and were a big hit with 
everyone. It was a wonderful 
five-minute segment during 
which exhibition poultry were 
presented in a very positive and 
interesting light. There will, I’m 
sure, be many positive 
consequences of the broadcast 
for exhibition poultry. 

The publisher of the book 
paid for my hotel (the 
Shoreham on West 55 ,h Street) 
and all my transportation 
expenses and meals. I was 
treated to dinner by Stephen 
Green-Armytage at a Thai 
restaurant on Eighth Avenue. 

Everyone at NBC was very 
nice to me and very interested 
in the birds. It was a very 
memorable experience. 

All of us, I think, have an 
obligation to promote our hobby 
whenever and wherever we can. 

If we all do our part to promote 
exhibition poultry, the hobby 
will be an option for those who 
come after us. 

Many members of the APA, 
it seems, are not aware of the 
APA's product line. Between 
April 1, 2000, when I took 
office as APA District 2 
director, and the end of 2000, I 
set up an APA sales and 
membership table at six poultry 
shows or events in District 2 
and sold $772.00 in APA 
merchandise and memberships 
for the organization. If you're 
not familiar with what's 
available from the APA, go to 
the APA's webpage and have a 
look around. 

Before you know it, the 
Spring show season will be 
here. Very early in the season 
will be the Berks show 
(contacts are Muard Naugle and 
Elton Minnich). 

Then it will be the 
Susquehanna show (contact is 
Kay St. Amour). Then the 
Westmoreland show (contact is 
Ray Hile or Jack Tickle). 
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And then the 26th annual 
Delmarva show, which will take 
place on April 8,and which, I 
have learned from Richard 
Barczewski, will take place this 
year in a new Exhibition Hall 
on the Delaware State 
Fairgrounds at Harrington, DE. 
Four judges have been 
confirmed already: Lewis 
Cunningham, Will Burton, 
Ralph Beamer, and Don Nelson. 
The Delmarva show this spring 
will host the 2001 APA District 
2 meet. 

Additional details on all of 
these early spring shows will be 
announced here and on the APA 
District 2 webpage as soon as 
they are available. To access the 
District 2 webpage, go to the 
APA's webpage 

(www.ampltya.com) and click 
on "Directors." There, under my 
name, you will see a 
webaddress. Click on that 
address, and the APA District 2 
webpage should appear before 
you. 

These early spring shows are 
always very nice, so make plans 
now to show at as many of them 
as you can. Why not set a goal 
for yourself of attending this 
Spring at least one show you’ve 
never shown at before? 

And remember to thank the 
people who make possible 
every show you attend. Poultry 
clubs, as you know, don’t have 
to put on shows. They do so 
because they choose to. So, 
after you’ve packed up at the 
end of a show, make it a point 
to find the show secretary and 
personally thank him/her and 
the club as a whole for putting 
on the show and for all the work 
that they all have put in to make 
the show possible. The entire 
club will appreciate your 
..ianks, and it will make them 
want to do it again next year. At 
the same time, saying "thank 
you" will also make you feel 
good.

I have put many articles in the Poultry Press about the point system. I have 
even drawn a flow chart and had it printed. I believe it was also in one of 
our quarterly "News and Views". With the new point system everyone gains. 

The non-waterfowl poultry got an extra set to get points with the Grand or 
Reserve Champion Land fowl. The really benefit is that both Land fowl and 
Waterfowl have the opportunity to gain more points when it goes to Super or 
Reserve Show Champion. 

Evy, herself has more than doubled her points at some show. Allow me to 
explain. At a show, pre-2000 rules, that was worth only 5 points for 
winning Champion Bantam Duck was the maximum points obtainable even if the 
duck went on to be Grand Champion Waterfowl. The rules now, which has 
happen to Evy, the duck went on to win Grand Champion Duck, giving her 2 
more points. It then went on to be Grand Champion Waterfowl, getting 2 more 
points and finally winning Super Show Champion which gave her another 2 
points, for a total of 6 additional points. So, instead of only 5 points, 
she got 11 points. 

Evy should read the rules and understand them before making false statements 
like she did. 

If the waterfowl people want to go back to the way it was, they would lose 
hundreds of points, which they have gained. I sure that Evy is not speaking 
for everyone.

I was somewhat troubled when I read the winter "News and Views” that once again the topic of 
Judges,,judging and exhibiting at the same poultry show, was up for discussion. It was my understanding 
that this by-law change had been sent as a ballot to the entire membership in earty 1999. The result of 
this vote was overwhelmingly in favor of judges NOT being able to exhibit and show at the same show. 
The by-law change (directed by our APA membership) was voted upon at Boston in the fall of 1999, and 
however,not unanimously supported by our distrtct directors as the vote should have indicated, but was 
by a majortty of our directors, voted to be by-law Article VII Sec. 3 f. 

I also was aware that somehow this by-law change was brought forth AGAIN in March 2000 at Salt Lake 
City for discussion and was once again voted upon. Again, the majortty of our distrtct directors 
reaffirmed the previous vote. Now, AGAIN I see that this by-law was brought forth for discussion and 
vote at the fall 2000 meeting in Ontarto. It was again, by majortty vote, reaffirmed to STAND as an 
amendment to our Constitution. 

What gives here? Does this just magically appear for discussion at all meetings of the APA? How and 
by whom is this constantly being brought back for review? I have not heard any outcry from our 
membership that THEY have changed their mind on their vote. I know that there has been made a 
provision for an emergency judging situation (no show, iiliness, etc) to be used in a TRUE emergency. 

Is this ttie APA of the membership, or selected few that have an agenda of their own? I trust that I will 
not see this topic in the minutes of the APA again.

Rico and Bart: 

Thank you both for your patience- and underestanding with this waterfowl 
question. Like the two of you, I have grown weary from answering the same 
question over and over from the same small handful of waterfowl breeders. 

Evy also got Pal Malone involved in her recent waterfowl questions and Pat 
sent her a very well worded reply (a copy of which Evy sent to me) which, I 
hope, will put an end to some of Evy's questions. Here, in part, is what Pat 
said to Evy: 


Concerning the new "landfowl" award you have the wrong idea. This in no way 
discriminates against bantam ducks or any other waterfowl. The opposite has 
been true. Bantam chickens etc. were discriminated against because they had 
no award like Champion Waterfowl to compete fcr. Champion Land Fowl is 
exactly the same as Champion Waterfowl. The champion standard chicken, 
bantam chicken, and turkey compete for Champion Landfowl. The champion 
standard duck, bantam duck, and goose compete for Champion Waterfowl. So 
the two awards are exactly the same. Then, Champion Landfowl and Champion 
Waterfowl compete for Show Champion. What could be more fair???? There is 
certainly no discrimination against bantam ducks. 


It sometimes happens, I think, that people begin to act like the birds and 
animals that they raise. People who raise nasty, undisciplined dogs 
sometimes start to behave like their dogs. People who raise pit games 
sometimes start to behave like pit games (genetic need to fight with their 
neighbors) . People who raise Call Ducks sometimes start to act like Call 
Ducks (special ability to make lots of noise and draw attention to 
themselves) . I wonder what this says about me? Do I sometimes act like a 
Plymouth Rock? 

Like Pat Lacey and most of the APA, I, too, have grown weary of the constant 
reappearance of the judging and showing question. But the question, I think, 
has to be brought up yet again at Wapakoneta. The question this time is not 
"if" a judge can judge and show at the same show. The question this time is: 
What action will now be taken by the APA with regard to a club that has 
violated the APA's by-laws (as it appears that the Colmbus group has) and 
allowed one or more judges to both judge and show at an APA-sanctioned show. 

Two things can be done (as I see it) : 

(1) Not accept the show report for the show that was sponsored by the club 
that violated the APA's by-laws: A show that was sponsored by a club that 
violated the APA's by-laws can not be regarded by Che APA as an officially 
sanctioned show (because the club did not follow che APA show rules) . As 





such, the APA can not accept the show report from that club for the show in 
question. 






(2) Not award meets of any kind to a club that won't comply with the APA's 
by-laws. Even if a meet has been awarded to a given club's show, that meet 
can always be withdrawn by the APA if the APA has reason to believe that the 
club in question will not adhere to the APA's by-laws. 

In either case, exhibitors will get mad, of course. But they will not get 
mad at the APA. Exhibitors will get mad at the club that has violated or 
will not comply with the APA's by-laws. 

Such a hobby, this exhibition poultry thing! As a teenager I used to collect 
stamps and I'm now thinking that maybe I should again. I wonder if the 
people who collect stamps have to put up with the kind of nonsense that 
seems to characterize the exhibition poultry hobby.

Dear Rev. Roland Romig: 

1 am writing in response to getting Guinea Fowl Standardized. This will be a large 
undertaking and I am thanking you and Robert in advance for spearheading this meeting. 

I have been breeding and showing guineas for 30 years. I have raised, Pearl, White, 
Lavender, Royal Purple and I am currently breeding Buff Dundot. As with poultry, one 
will find that guineas can be improved through selective breeding. 1 support the 
standardization of this fowl. However, there are several obstacles that must be addressed 
as follows: 


1. Should the APA Board of Directors decide to admit guinea fowi, (who will pay 
the printing costs, etc.)? Sponsors will have to be solicited. Feed companies 
and hatcheries are some suggestions where we might start. 

2. Who will determine and write the Standard description? I recommend that a 
team of breeders adapt the already printed Standard from Europe. 

3. Who will be qualified to judge guinea fowl and how will they be tested? I feel 
that all current judges should have to attend a seminar and sign that they have 
completed said seminar. New judges would be tested in the same manner that 
other poultry tests are administered. 

4. What varieties will be admiUed? I suggest: Pearl, White, Lavender, Buff 
Dundot and maybe Royal Purple to start. Others can be added as interest grows. 

5. Where and how will the qualifying meet or meets be held? I suggest holding a 
meet for one or two varieties at different shows. This will not over burden any 
one show with several hundred guineas. 

Again, thank you for working on this worthwhile cause.

George Schroeder Honored by American 
Poultry Association 

George Schroeder, Prompton, was presented an honor/lifetirne 
achievement award by the American Poultry Association on 
March 17, 2001. The award was presented by the president of the 
organization, Pat Malone, at the APA’s semiannual meet and 
convention at Wapakoneta, OH. 

S. Robert Powell, Carbondale, and George Schroeder traveled 
together to this two-day poultry convention, which was hosted by 
the West Central Ohio Poultry Breeders Association Powell, also 
a poultry fancier, serves as the director of APA District 2, an area 
that includes PA, NY, NJ, DE, MD, and DC. 

George Schroeder is a life member of the APA, having joined 
about 1940. On July 5, 1949, at the APA’s 76th annual'meet and 
convention in Honesdale, Schroeder became an APA general- 
licensed judge (#868). In 1950, at the request of Paul Ives, he 
judged the national meet of the Plymouth Rock club at the Boston 
show, and with that he began a 50-year career as one of the most 
highly respected APA general-licensed poultiy judges in America. 

He was a charter member of the Wayne County Poultry Fanciers’ 
Association ( The Cocky Crowd”)-an innovative, adventuresome, 
and courageous group of poultry fanciers, and very probably the 
most celebrated poultry association in America in the 1940s and 
1950s. 

The Cocky Crowd sponsored not only the 17 widely renowned 
Honesdale Summer Shows in the period 1942-1959, but also 
hosted, in Honesdale, the 76 th national meet and convention of the 
American Poultry Association (June 21-25, 1949) and four 
semiannual meets (1949, 1952, 1954, and 1955) of the American 




Bantam Association in the seven-year period, beginning in 1949. 

Among the key figures in the Cocky Crowd over the years were 
George Schroeder, James Rutherford, Robert Box, Russell C. 
Wildenstein, Oscar Blake, Robert Southerton, Ray Terwilliger, 
Harry M. Blake, Walter Simmons, Percy Wilmarth, Wesley Orth, 
William Kinzinger, Warren Smith, and Andy Dukerich. 

On Saturday, June 25, 1949, at the joint APA/ABA meet (APA 
76 111 annual)/ABA 3 rd semiannual) in Honesdale, the Cocky Crowd 
sponsored and organized a poultry parade down Honesdale’s Main 
Street. In the parade, the chairman of which was Robert 
Southerton, were 16 bands and drum and bugle corps, 50 floats, 
fire equipment, antique cars, cavalry , the color guard of veterans 
groups, Boy and Girl Scouts, a troop of mounted police, 3 
companies of infantry, town officials, a float on which were 
displayed James Rutherford’s celebrated standard Columbian 
Rocks, and open convertibles in which rode ABA and APA 
officials. Ten thousand people lined the street for the poultry 
parade. 

The APA, the ABA, and the Wayne County Fanciers Association, 
working independently as well as together, repeatedly made 
poultry history in Honesdale in the 1940s and 1950s. Throughout 
the period, George Schroeder was a key player and significantly 
contributed to the successes achieved by all three organizations. 

So popular with poultry fanciers all across America did the 
Honesdale summer shows become that Frank L. Gary, then 
president of the American Bantam Association, was prompted to 
remark, at the Saturday night banquet at the 1954 Honesdale 
Summer Show: “It would be a terrible thing in a fancier’s life not 
to be able to come to the Honesdale Summer bhow.” 

In the 1940s and 1950s, George bred and exhibited White Cochin 



bantams (bloodline of Art V. Granger, South Bend, IN) In 1955, 
at the Jamestown, NY show, he won, for the third time 'previously 
won at the New York shows in January and December 1949), the 
New York/ABA Gold Trophy (cast in bronze and gold plated) for 
best cock, hen, cockerel, pullet, and trio of one variety on White 
Cochin bantams. Four engravings of George Schroeder’s White 
Cochins were created by Arthur O. Schilling, the most highly 
regarded and celebrated poultry artist in American at the time. 
Schilling was also George Schroeder’s exhibition poultry mentor. 

In later years, George bred and exhibited Black Cochin bantams 
(bloodline of D. Ross Blanford, Kansas City and Albuquerque). In 
1994, he was named a Master Breeder and Exhibitor (#174) of 
Black Cochin bantams by the American Bantam Association. 

From 1950 to 1990, he served as poultry superintendent at the 
Wayne County Fair. During these years, he also served, for an 
unprecedented two terms, as president of the Pennsylvania Poultry 
Federation. 

From 1990 to 1999, he served as the president of the Wayne 
County fair. During George’s time as president, Richard Laabs, 
Hawley, served as poultry superintendent at the fair. In 2000, 
George Schroeder again became the poultry superintendent at the 
Wayne County Fair. 

When not raising a family or raising, showing, promoting, and 
judging poultry, George Schroeder worked for over 30 years, 
starting in 1950, as a field representative for Limestone Products 
Corporation, Newton, NJ. 

Congratulations-and hats off-to George Schroeder: poultry breeder, 
exhibitor, promoter, and judge.

I Love Chickens

My best friend Kelly has chickens. I loved to go over to her house and play with them. My dream was to 
have chickens of my very own. I had to beg my mom for several months before she finally gave in and let 
me get chickens. Our first 10 came from the mail lady. She gave us 10 day old, mixed breed chicks, after the 
petting zoo was done with them. They lived in a wading pool in our family room for several weeks until we 
were able to build a chicken coop. Our chicken flock grew a few weeks later when our neighbor gave us her 
20 chicks. One was a Buff Rock, two were White Leghorns, and the rest were Bantams. A raccoon kept 
breaking into her coop and eating her flock. 

I fell in love with my flock of chickens as they grew and I wanted to show them at the fair. I had not signed 
up for poultry project in the fall because I didn’t have any chickens yet, so I had to show in open class. This 
year I will be able to show in the 4-H classes. 

I attended as many poultry workshops that I could and read as many books on chickens as I could find. The 
stories I wrote at school were all about chickens. I still love talking and reading about chickens! 

When fair time approached I had to prepare the 3 pullets and 1 cockerel that I would show. First 1 had to 
take them to the fairgrounds to be blood tested. After they were tested each chicken was given a leg band 
with a number on it. My dad built a special cage for me to use when transporting the chickens. 

I had to handle my chickens every day to tame them. My favorite pullet was Minnie, a Black Tailed White 
Japanese Bantam. She was so gentle that I soon taught her several tricks. She can play dead, perch on my 
shoulder and head, and 1 can cradle her on her back like a baby. I also had to get the chickens used to 
staying in a small cage so they wouldn’t be too scared when they lived in a cage at the fair. 

A few days before fair, I had to trim their toenails. Because they were so tame, they behaved very well when 
I did this. Then we had to give them all a bath. I was amazed how well they tolerated this. All of them held 
very still, except for Rosie. She is a Buff Rock and is a little more irritable. Minnie was the best behaved. 
She was so cute! She seemed to love floating in the warm water. After their bath I kept them in a clean cage 
until the fair. 

Finally the big day arrived I could bring my very own chickens to the fair! I was so excited! They settled 
right in to their separate cages. Some of the other chickens looked nervous, but not mine! I gave each of my 
chickens food and water. I had to attach the dishes to the cages so they wouldn’t tip them over. 1 checked 
their dishes several times each day so they never became empty. I especially enjoyed taking Minnie out of 
her cage so the fair visitors could pet and hold her I would even show off the tricks that Minnie could do 
This always brought a smile to their faces. 

In open class I didn’t have to take the chickens out of their cages for the judge, but I will this year. I’ll keep 
handling my chickens so they will do well with this. 

I won blue ribbons with Minnie and Sultan (a mixed meat breed cockerel). I won red ribbons with Rosie and 
Natasha (a mixed meat breed pullet). This year I will show even more chickens. I hope to incubate some of 
my own eggs this spring. 4-H has been a very good experience for me. I have learned so much more about 
chickens. 4-H- has helped my love for chickens grow. 

Editor’s note: Many ABA/APA Youth Members are also involved in 4-H. The Youth program is not designed 
to compete with the 4-H program - but rather to enhance the experiences of members who choose to take their 
poultry hobby to a higher level.

After spending many years working with poultry fanciers and the youth, I've came to some conclusions Some 
may help you be a better fancier and hopefully a better human. Watching the old established fancier interact 
with the youth has been an education and certain things soon became evident. First, we'll cover some of the 
negatives. Dedicated fanciers devoted to their breed and its improvement look with disfavor on what I call the 
"deep pocket" fancier. This is a person who buys their show string and then brag on their wins. They, on the 
average, don't stick around for long. I tell the youth I'm working with that it's more important and a much 
better win when you put .ogether the mating, hatch, raise and condition a bird to champion row. This is a "real" 
win! Buy the best you can find and afford, work with them, improve them, be patient, and you will win. 
If your local club is like most other clubs, they have an older base group who does all the planning and work. 
Some of the groups are in danger of becoming extinct like the dinosaur because of age and infirmity Then we 
have the people who make promises but don’t fulfill the commitment. This leaves many hard feelings along the 
way and the negative side is always the easiest side to remember. Next we have the "short cut" group who can't 
wait, who have to cheat to get their wins and make it hard on the young fanciers. Breaking the rules to get an 
advantage seems to be the current trend and believe me most youth are very observant and the "if he can do it, I 
can" philosophy will avail. Are you guilty of entering your birds late, showing up an hour before coop in, coop 
your birds and then complain about the layout, lack of cups, feed and water. Then you sit on your bottom the 
whole show, then complain about the judging and want to coop out early. When you do coop out do you leave 
the cups in the cage and the cage door open and hurry to leave? If this sound like you, you are a "taker" and not 
a "giver” and this is remembered by the older dedicated fancier (who's help you may need later) I keep hearing a 
win is a win but that is a misnomer Until you've put together the mating, hatched and conditioned that bird to 
its win, you don't have a true win Some parents and kids become impatient and have to win their first 2 or 
3 times out. Be patient, work with your birds, learn about the birds, and the other things you need to know. 
You'll be more satisfied because you'll realize it takes work and dedication to be good in anything. Now from 
these observations, are you a negative or a positive fancier? We have lots of you fanciers coming up who are 
trying to help but don't know how. Calling the group who's putting on the show, offering to help and maybe 
bring along a few friends, endears you to the people who make the difference. And there’s lots of work to do 
during the show. The ole fanciers made the hobby and probably have forgotten more than we'll every know. 
Now is the time for you to start trying to improve it. Approach the hobby with a plan and be patient. As a young 
fancier, like it or not, you hold the future of the poultry fancy in your hands You'll find working with people 
now will keep you from having to reinvent the wheel So, what am I saying> 1 Develop a positive 
help/improvement of the hobby philosophy. 2. Volunteer to help in all phases of the shows. 3. Be responsible- 
-do what you promise and show up on time 4 Work hard to improve your breed Just think, taking two birds of 
average to poor type, developing them into a winning strain-what a feather that will put in your cap That's 
what our forefathers did! 5. Learn the mechanics of showing your birds now, ask questions, listen, and help the 
older fancier. You'll learn more and be happier. 6. It's not enough just to show up at the shows-be helpful and 
help change the future. The hobby has been good for me especially working with the youth You learn along 
with the kids, their wins promote satisfaction, and seeing them grow into responsible adults really warms the ole 
ego

> Thank you for your e-mail letter of February 25th. I am always gla«_ i 

> hear from A.P.A. members, and that is especially so when I know that 

> person to be a dedicated breeder and exhibitor like yourself. 


> I can understand your concern about any matter being brought up time 

> after time when you think the subject was settled some time ago. Some 

> of your statements regarding the matter of judges both judging and 

> showing at the same show are factual, and others are not. So let me 

> briefly summarize what has transpired to date to set the record 

> straight. 


> When this matter was first brought up it was decided to use an OPINION 

> POLL to determine the thinking of our A.P.A. members regarding the 

> subject. About three hundred members responded to the OPINION POLL 

> which was published in the Summer, 1999, NEWS & VIEWS. I wrote a full 
page article for the Fall, 1999, NEWS & VIEWS giving the results of the 

> poll, and 72% of those responding were opposed to judges both judging 

> and showing at the same show except in emergency situations. In that 

> same issue of NEWS & VIEWS our Constitution and By-Laws Committee 

> published a proposed by-law change reflecting the majority opinion 

















> stated above. That proposed by-law change had not been before the 

> membership long enough for the board to vote on it with finality at 

> Topsfield, MA in October, 1999. We did take a vote it as an "opinion" 

> so the members would know where each officer and director stood on the 

> matter prior to the spring, 2000 election. The results of that vote 

> were published in the Winter, 1999-2000 NEWS & VIEWS. Duane Urch and Vi 

> Halbach voted against, Troy LaRoche abstained, and all others voted in 

> favor of the change. 

> 

> At no time has the membership voted on this by-law change. The 

> membership votes on constitution amendments, and there were five on the 

> spring, 2000 election ballot. Only the board of directors votes on 

> by-law changes or amendments. 

> 

> At the board meeting in Utah, March, 2000, the board of directors did 

> vote to approve the by-law change restricting A.P.A. judges from both 

> judging and showing at the same show. And the results of that vote were 

> published also. 

> 

> We had some new directors take office on April 1st, 2000 that had not 

> been part of any of the previous board discussions regarding this 

> matter. One of them requested that this item be placed on the agenda 

> for the meeting in Woodstock, October, 2000. I was not at that meeting 

> so cannot speak with great accuracy about what did or did not happen at 

> Woodstock, but you are correct in stating that another vote was taken. 

> The board was asked to change our decision to conform with what the 

> A.B.A. had voted regarding judges both judging and showing at the same 

> show. The decision was to stick with our by-law change as voted in Utah 

> the previous March. 

> 

> The matter will be discussed again at Wapakoneta, Ohio in two weeks in a 

> little different vein. The agenda item under NEW BUSINESS is "November, 

> 2000 Ohio National Show - were judges allowed to show in violation of 

> By-Law ARTICLE VII, Section 3, paragraph f?" This will be an 

> enforcement issue rather than a "are we going to vote on this again?" 

> issue. My personal goal as A.P.A. president is to resolve this matter 

> with the Ohio Poultry Breeders so as not to place the planned 2002 Joint 

> National in jeopardy, and I believe this can be accomplished. But I 

> assure you that as long as I am president, I will do everything in my 

> power to see that the above by-law is enforced. It has been duly passed 

> by the board of directors after much thought, discussion, and careful 

> consideration, _*nd as long as it remains in our by-laws it must and wiil 

> be enforced. To do anything else would be a travesty. 

> 

> I will be happy for you to respond to my answers to you if you would 

> like to do so. At this point I do not see the value of publishing your 

> e-mail letter to me. If the board thinks it a good idea to d so I 

> would publish my response to you as well so that the facts will be 

> accurate regarding what has transpired since mid 1999. 

> Again, thank you sincerely for laving the interest and taking the time 

> tc express your feelings and view'-. If I can be of further service to 

> you please let me know.

Here is a list of agenda items for the meeting of die Directors at the 
semiannual at Wapakoneta on March 16.

The APA can not, therefore, accept the 
show report for that show from that club. 

The APA can not accept a 
show report from a club that sponsors a show that is judged by 
“unacceptable” judges. Either a judge has an APA license or he/she 
does not. A show sponsored by a club that hires an “unacceptable” 
judge for that show can not be regarded by the APA as officially 
sanctioned. The APA can not, therefore, accept the show report for 
that show from that club. 

3. Should the APA draft a “letter of support” for use by an individual 
who is encountering difficulty in raising birds because of zoning 
regulations or ordinances? (birds can be successfully raised in urban 
areas; raising and showing exhibition poultry is a hobby; please give 
the fancier in question an opportunity to demonstrate that exhibition 
poultry, like dogs and cats, can find a niche/fit into most 
neighborhoods, etc.) 

4. Should the APA produce a list of guidelines and procedures that 
poultry clubs who are interested in hosting annual or semiannual 
meets of the APA could use in preparing to host an annual or 
semiannual meet of the APA (selecting a host motel, getting local 
support, getting discounts on the local level, advertising, getting the 
local chamber of commerce involved)?

In 1950, at 
the request of Paul Ives, he judged the national meet of the Plymouth Rock 
club at the Boston show, and with that he began a 50-year career as one of 
the most highly respected APA general-licensed poultry judges in America. 

He was a charter member of the Wayne County (PA) Poultry Fanciers’ 
Association (“The Cocky Crowd”)—an innovative, adventuresome, and 
courageous group of poultry fanciers, and very probably the most celebrated 
poultry association in America in the 1940s and 1950s. The Cocky Crowd 
sponsored not only the 17 widely renowned Honesdale Summer Shows in the 
period 1942-1959, but also hosted, in Honesdale, the 76 th national meet and 
convention of the APA (June 21-25,1949) and four semiannual meets (1949, 

1952,1954, and 1955) of the ABA in the seven-year period, beginning in 
1949. 




Among the key figures in the Cocky Crowd over the years were George 
Schroeder, James Rutherford, Robert Box, Russell C. Wildenstein, Oscar 
Blake, Robert Southerton, Ray Terwilliger, Harry M. Blake, Walter 
Simmons, Percy Wilmarth, Wesley Orth, William Kinzinger, Warren Smith, 
and Andy Dukerich. 

On Saturday, June 25, 1949, at the joint APA'ABA meet (APA 76 th 
annual)/ABA 3 rd semiannual) in Honesdale, the Cocky Crowd sponsored and 
organized a poultry parade down Honesdale s Main Street. In the parade, the 
chairman of which was Robert Southerton, were 16 bands and drum and 
bugle corps, 50 floats, fire equipment, antique cars, cavalry, the color guard 
of veterans groups. Boy and Girl Scouts, a troop of mounted police, 3 
companies of infantry, town officials, a float on which were displayed James 
Rutherford’s celebrated standard Columbian Rocks, and open convertibles in 
wtiich rode ABA and APA officials. Ten thousand people lined the street for 
the poultry parade. 

The APA, the ABA, and the Wayne County Fanciers Association, working 
independently as well as together, repeatedly made poultry history in 
Honesdale in the 1940s and 1950s. Throughout the period, George Schroeder 
was a key player and significantly contributed to the successes achieved by 
all three organizations. 

So popular with poultry fanciers all across America did the Honesdale 
summer shows become that Frank L. Gary, then president of the American 
Bantam Association, was prompted to remark, at the Saturday night banquet 
at the 1954 Honesdale Summer Show: “It would be a terrible thing in a 
fancier’s life not to be able to come to the Honesdale Summer Show.” 

In the 1940s and 1950s, George bred and exhibited White Cochin bantams

The Directors meeting went well 


Effective immediately, if the Columbus group, or any other poultry club, 
allows a judge to both judge and show, the APA will regard the show in 
question as non-sanctioned and will not accept the show report. No points 
will be awarded to anyone. 


Given the fact that the exhibitors who showed at Columbus last Fall did so 
in good faith (never suspecting that the show management would violate the 
APA's by-laws by allowing judges to both show and judge), the Board decided 
not to penalize the exhibitors at that show, and so points earned at that 
show will be awarded. 


On the matter of Halbach and Mager judging and showing at Columbus: The 
Board said that Halbach was covered by the clause "... except in an 
emergency situation, as determined by the show committee." Mager was in 
clear violation of the by-laws. He will be reprimanded in writing by the 
judges licensing committee. 


On the matter of scoring judge apprentices exams: All agreed that the exams 
should be graded more quickly. I believe the conclusion was that the exams 
should be scored and the candidates notified within 30 days of the exam. 

Nona (I think it was) said that "even though the exams appear to be 
objective, they're not. With some questions there's a degree of subjectivity 
involved." I disagree. An answer is either true or false. A specific feature 
of a bird is either a "defect," a disqualification," or "ideal." I don't see 
any reason why an exam couldn't be graded and the candidate notified of the 
results on the same day that he or she takes the exrm.

Association.

The APA, the ABA, and the Wayne County Fanciers’ Association (WCFA), 
working independently as well as together, repeatedly made poultry history 
in Honesdale in the 1940’s and 1950’s. Throughout the period, George 
Schroeder was a key player and significantly contributed to the successes 
achieved by all three organizations.

• George Schroeder served as an officer of the WCFA, which hosted 
die ABA meet; he also served as the supervisor of judging at the 10 th 
Honesdale Summer Show, June 21-22: 750 birds in the show, which 
was judged by 50 judges, among whom were Charles Burmaster, 
Dan Bristol, Alex Duffy, Preston Merchant, and John VanDyke. 

• ABA conceives the idea of licensing judges and appoints a 
committee, chaired by George Schroeder to establish “a new 
complete set of rules and regulations for the licensing of bantam 
judges by the American Bantam Association”; the Committee 
(George Schroeder, Alice Roberts, and Robert Turner) submitted a 
report that was adopted by the ABA on 01-23-1953. The following 
year, on June 21, 1953, Alice Roberts was awarded ABA Judging 
License #1 at the Honesdale Summer Show. 



• Pilgrim Geese, which were brought back from the brink of extinction 
by Paul Ives, were spotlighted, “Pilgrims on Parade,” at the 1952 
Honesdale Summer Show, in which 48 Pilgrims were shown. The 
managers of the Pilgrim show were Warren Smith and R. C. 
Wildenstein. Mrs. Greta Haldt had the best Pilgrim in the show. At 
this same show, a bantam "Wyandotte Jamboree” (Robert 
Southerton, manager) was also featured A young man by the name 
of B R. Bortner won with a White Wyandotte bantam cock. In the 
minutes of the meetings of the Cocky Crowd we read the following 
about Bortner s win: “It was a great sight to see a youngster like 
Bortner take over the old timers who found that a kid could show 
them how.” 

• Paul Ives named the first Honorary Life Membe of the Cocky 
Crowd, which was established on September 25, 1941, as a result of 
a suggestion made by Paul Ives, who judged the Wayne County Fair 
poultry show that year. Minutes of Cocky Crowd meetings: “Many 
of the ideas and innovations fostered by the Wayne County Fanciers’

Fifty judges evaluated the 750 birds in the show 
There were 500 visitors from 23 states at the show The 750 birds in 
the show were evaluated by a panel of 30 judges, among whom were 
Dr. Paul Seibert, John Vanderwort, George Davies, Ken Bowles and 
Hairy Ahlf. 

• A “Leghorn Jamboree” and a “Red King of the World Coronation” / 

Red Bantam King of the World Coronation” were featured at the 
show 

• Harold Johnson (Acton, ME) wrote a band march, titled “Cocky 
Crowd March, which he played at the Saturday nigh! banquet in 
1954. At this banquet F. L. Gary (president of the ABA) re,narked: 
“It would be a terrible thing in a fancier’s life not to be able to some 
to the Honesdale Summer Show.”

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George Schroeder Honored by American 
Poultry Association 


George Schroeder, Prompton, was presented an honor/lifetime 
achievement award by the American Poultry Association on March 
17, 2001. The award was presented by the president of the 
organization, Pat Malone, at the APA’s semiannual meet and 
convention at Wapakoneta, OH. 

S. Robert Powell, Carbondale, and George Schroeder traveled 
together to this two-day poultry convention, which was hosted by 
the West Central Ohio Poultry Breeders Association. Powell, also 
a poultry fancier, serves as the director of APA District 2, an area 
that includes PA, NY, NJ, DE, MD, and DC. 

George Schroeder is a life member of the APA, having joined 
about 1940. On July 5, 1949, at the APA’s 76th annual meet and 
convention in Honesdale, Schroeder became an APA general- 
licensed judge (#868). In 1950, at the request of Paul Ives, he 
judged the national meet of the Plymouth Rock club at the Boston 
show, and with that he began a 50-year career as one of the most 
highly respected APA general-licensed poultry judges in America. 

He was a charter member of the Wayne County Poultry Fanciers 
Association (“The Cocky Crowd”)-an innovative, adventuresome, 
and courageous group of poultry fanciers, and very probably the 
most celebrated poultry association in America in the 1940s and 

1950s. 

The Cocky Crowd sponsored not only the 17 widely renowned 
Honesdale Summer Shows in the period 1942-1959, but also 
hosted, in Honesdale the 76 th national meet and convention of the 
American Poultry Association (June 21-25, 1949) and four 
semiannual meets (1949, 1952, 1954, and 1955) of the American 


Bantam Association in the seven-year period, beginning in 1949. 

Among the key figures in the Cocky Crowd over the years were 
George Schroeder, James Rutherford, Robert Box, Russell C. 
Wildenstein, Oscar Blake, Robert Southerton, Ray Terwilliger, 
Harry M. Blake, Walter Simmons, Percy Wilmarth, Wesley Orth, 
William Kinzinger, Warren Smith, and Andy Dukerich. 

On Saturday, June 25, 1949, at the joint APA/ABA meet (APA 
76 th annual)/ABA 3 rd semiannual) in Honesdale, the Cocky Crowd 
sponsored and organized a poultry parade down Honesdale’s Main 
Street. In the parade, the chairman of which was Robert 
Southerton, were 16 bands and drum and bugle corps, 50 floats, 
fire equipment, antique cars, cavalry, the color guard of veterans 
groups, Boy and Girl Scouts, a troop of mounted police, 3 
companies of infantry, town officials, a float on which were 
displayed James Rutherford’s celebrated standard Columbian 
Rocks, and open convertibles in which rode ABA and APA 
officials. Ten thousand people lined the street for the poultry 
parade. 

The APA, the ABA, and the Wayne County Fanciers Association, 
working independently as well as together, repeatedly made 
poultry history in Honesdale in the 1940s and 1950s. Throughout 
the period, George Schroeder was a key player and significantly 
contributed to the successes achieved by all three organizations. 

So popular with poultry fanciers all across America did the 
Honesdale summer shows become that Frank L. Gary, then 
president of the American Bantam Association, was prompted to 
remark, at the Saturday night banquet at the 1954 Honesdale 
Summer Show: “It would be a terrible thing in a fancier’s life not 
to be able to come to the Honesdale Summer Show.” 

In the 1940s and 1950s, George bred and exhibited White Cochin 


bantams (bloodline of Art V. Granger, South Bend, IN). In 1955, at 
the Jamestown, NY show, he won, for the third time (previously 
won at the New York shows in January and December 1949), the 
New York/ABA Gold Trophy (cast in bronze and gold plated) for 
best cock, hen, cockerel, pullet, and trio of one variety on White 
Cochin bantams. Four engravings of George Schroeder’s White 
Cochins were created by Arthur O. Schilling, the most highly 
regarded and celebrated poultry artist in American at the time. 
Schilling was also George Schroeder’s exhibition poultry mentor. 

In later years, George bred and exhibited Black Cochin bantams 
(bloodline of D. Ross Blanford, Kansas City and Albuquerque). In 
1994, he was named a Master Breeder and Exhibitor (#174) of 
Black Cochin bantams by the American Bantam Association. 

From 1950 to 1990, he served as poultry superintendent at the 
Wayne County Fair. During these years, he also served, for an 
unprecedented two terms, as president of the Pennsylvania Poultry 
Federation. 

From 1990 to 1999, he served as the president of the Wayne 
County fair. During George’s time as president, Richard Laabs, 
Hawley, served as poultry superintendent at the fair. In 2000, 
George Schroeder again became the poultry superintendent at the 
Wayne County Fair. 

When not raising a family or raising, showing, promoting, and 
judging poultry, George Schroeder worked for over 30 years, 
starting in 1950, as a field representative for Limestone Products 
Corporation, Newton, NJ. 

Congratulations-and hats off-to George Schroeder: poultry breeder, 
exhibitor, promoter, and judge.

If there is a modern day Rock legend, Shelby Harrington would be that 
man. Hailing from the state of Delaware, Shelby (aka Twin Cedar Farm) dom¬ 
inates Rock classes In both large fowl and bantam. He is no stranger to 
Champion's Row, and is a tough customer in the show hall. However compet¬ 
itive he may be, Shelby is the first to offer assistance or advice for the new Rock 
breeder. He is a class-act, and his dedication to the club has helped the "RFC 
enjoy great success as the premier breed club. The knowledge he has agreed 
to share in this interview can help all of us become better breeders and 
exhibitors. Thanks Shelbyl 

Q. Where did you get your start in Plymouth Rocks? 

I got started in the Fancy (I believe) in 1969. I started with Barred Rock 
bantams, which I purchased from David Rines. I have not seen anything ike 
them since. I also had the large Barred Rocks that I got from Joe Roltele in VA 
I later got White Rocks in large and bantam. I had to get rid of the birds in 1978 
because my work would not allow me to tend the birds in the proper way. I got 
birds again in 1994. I went to a farm auction in the area and a local breeder had 
five pens of White Rock bantams in Ihe sale. I bought all five pens and took 
them home. I picked out two pair to keep, and took Ihe remaining birds back to 
the auction the following week. Greg English, Charlie Wabeck, Mike Waski, and 
Norman Ennis gave me eggs and birds to get started. 

G Who were your early influences and mentors?

Wyandottes in large and bantam. I also keep a few Embden geese. I raise 
about 100 eacn of large and bantam. 

Q. How do you raise your birds (pen size, brooding information, etc)? 

I start my birds in small brooder houses. They are kept there until the 
weather breaks. When they are feathered enough, I open the doors and 
range them until just before the show season. I separate the pullets and 
cockerels when the mala: become active. My birds don t go into individual 
pens until about two weeks prior to the show. Once the males are shown, 
they stay in individual pens until they go into the breeding pens or are sold 
Females are turned back out to range after the show. 


What faults do you see in the showroom that bothers you most? 

For the most part, show committees do a good job. I guess the worst 
is birds that are not cared for. I've seen good birds as shows that weir miss¬ 
ing wing and tail feathers, etc. 

Q. What can be done to correct these faults f 

These faults can be corrected by the breeder and handler. Don't show 
birds that are not in condition, or does not meet the Standard. People need to 
take better care of their birds 365 days a year, not just a few days before the 
show. 

Q. What are important points to watch in the breeding pens? 

Breeding is a very serious affair. Birds that go into the breeding pen 
must have type. Look at the Standard and then make sure the birds that are 
chosen meet the Standard. Also remember, “you can't get what you ain't goPI 
For example, if you lack yellow leg color, you will not obtain it if your breeding 
birds don't have it. Never breed fault to fault. If you need better combs, use 
birds with the best combs you can find, but make sure they have type. I breed 
for type fret each year. I also try to improve on an area that I think should be 
better. For the past fve years, I've been trying to improve feather quality on 
the White bantams. This year, I raised males with tail feathers as wide as the 
females. There has never been a perfect bird, but we should all try to breed 
one each year. 

Q. What do you enjoy most about breeding and exhibiting Plymouth 
Rocks? 

I enjoy watching the birds develop, to see if what I have been breed¬ 
ing for has been a success. I also enjoy showing several deep in each class 
and winning first, second and third. And of course, winning Best of Breed and 
Champion of Show. I also enjoy the Rock breeders’ company at the shows. If 
I get beat, it just means that I have to work harder next year Most of the Rock 
breeders are good losers, as well as good winners They are Just good 
people. 


You will notice that our Newsletter is in a different 
format this quarter.

The weather has been cold in Delaware; in fact it has been one of the cold¬ 
est winters I have experienced in quite some time. Considering I grew up 
at the foot of the North Carolina mountains and lived In Roanoke, VA during 
the winter of 1997, this is quite a statement for me to make. Despite the 
weather, my birds are doing considerably well. My females are housed Ina 
horse bam v, hereas my males are housed in a back pasture in a smaller 
bam. Regardless of the shelter provided I have been breaking lce(water) 
on a daily basisl Chickens are extremely hardy animals. Keep them dry 
and provide them some shelter from the wind and they survive quite well in 
the coldest of temperatures. 

I went a year without having any Plymouth Rocks but thanks to the kind¬ 
ness of Richard Hickman, I am once again raising Plymouth Rock Bantams. 
Richard provided me with a nice trio of Columbian bantams at the Virginia 
Poultry Breeder's show in Richmond, VA this past November. Richard rais¬ 
es some excellent Columbian bantams as well as White bantams and White 
large rocks. Speaking of Richmond, this is by far one of my favorite show. 
The show hall (2,000+birds) is always full of quality birds in both bantams 
and large fowl and served as a nice place for exhibitors from the North and 
South to come together and exhibit their birds. The fellowship is great at 
the show as well as at the steak house on Saturday night.

You can't expect to 
get to the top without giving them your best, and sometimes, that's still not 
enough.

Champions, and Best and Reserve of Show for the year 2000. No small 
wonder, with the dedication we have in our membership.

BREEDING BUFF COLOR 

Mark Peterson 

When I was in Australia in June with Jim Adkin's group, I was asked 
by Adrian Kuys to write an article on Buff color for their Plymouth Rock Club 
newsletter. Adrian assured me that he would keep after me until I finished 
this article. I assured him that I would do my best to put my thoughts to 
paper for you. 

Where to begin is a question in it's self. So I will give some back¬ 
ground on myseif and any qualifications that I have a right to write this arti¬ 
cle. My first fowls that! raised as a young man were Large Partridge 
Cochins. I worked with tnem for about four years. Somewhere along the 
way these birds picked up Pullorium Typhoid and as nice as they were they 
had to be destroyed. So went my career with Partridge Cechins. 

Liking the Cochin Breed itself, I next was able to secure Large Buff 
Cochin chicks from Arthur Manly in Fresno, CA. This wa in the spring of 
1968. So I started my journey with Buff colored fowl. We should back up 
here just a minute and as a foot note say that Arthur Manly was a good 
friend of Marcus Davidson of Bath, PA. He secured his breeding stock from 
Davidson.

Marcus Davidson was the foremost breeder of the buff colored 
birds in the U.S. A. at that time. In my opinion probably the greatest breed¬ 
er of buff colored birds we will ever have. On his farm he raised all Buff 
colors of birds: Cochins, Orpingtons, Rocks, Leghorns, and Minorcas. My 
first trip to his farm was in the early 70's. At that time Marcus was in his 
late 70’s and had primarily Large and Bantam Buff Cochins, Buff Leghorns 
and a few Buff Rocks. Upon our visit we discussed, at length, buff colors. 
From the seminar he was conducting for my benefit, I obtained as much 
information as 1 couid. Marcus Davidson was a very humble person and 
was totally unselfish with any information that he could convey that would 
help me with my breeding program. 

Here is what Marcus Davidson told me about buff color and since 
that time been my goal in trying to breed good buff color. The shade of buff 
that you desire to reproduce doesn't make any difference whether its a light 
shade of buff or a darker shad of buff as long as it's oven. By even I mean 
the hackle, the breast, the saddle and under fluff. As >r 'he under fluff or 
under color the lighter the surface color the lighter the i "ade of under co or 
will be, the darker the surface color, the darker the under color will need to 
be. Under color will be the hardest to keep in the hackle area as it always 
wants to get lighter in that area. 

it has been my experience that the darker your shad of buff 
becomes the more pepper you will get in the tails of the females and the 
males can get to the point where they will get solid black tail feathers, 
in these birds you will more than likely have outstanding under color good 
right to the skin. This is true even in the hackle area which we said was 
hard to achieve. On the whole these birds for the most part will be too dark 
a shade of buff bordering on reddish, especially in the males. The females 
however, may be useful if you are trying to darken your birds in buff color. I 
will say here that in a breeding female with good body type, I'm not afraid to 
use one with some pepper in her rail feathers as 1 tnink it helps with the 
under color. But for show purposes she would be discounted for this. 

Now on the other hand if your birds ar a lighter shade of buff you 
will need to guaid against the opposite of pepper in the tails. This will be 
light under color and signs of white in the primaries and tow feathenng in 
Cochins In Plymouth Rocks, I've found with the light color Buff you also 
tend to lose leg color with this light surface color. You also will usually have 
poorer eye color especially in the females, but will eliminate the pepper in 

the tails of the males especially. . 

When breeding the lighter shad of buff pay close attention to the 
quill color in the primaries. Use birds that have as good a buff quill as pos¬ 
sible. This I have found will also help hold your buff color and keep the 
white out of the primaries. 


Peterson article cont. 

I've listed some things to watch for with both the darker 
shades and lighter shades of buff. Ideally a good medium shade would be 
perfect, but this is where the challenge comes In trying to keep your medi¬ 
um ideal buff color. My experience has been that It's easier to I lighten the 
color than darken the color, especially with females. 

I've had even more trouble with Buff Plymouth Rock Females hold¬ 
ing their color. It may be because they lay eggs at a younger age than the 
Cochin females do. From whichever shade of buff color you choose to 
breed you need to be careful not to breed from too much of an extreme 
color difference. By doing this you will probably be all right with the males, 
hut the females will be mealy. Their color won't be a nice even shade of 
buff. Instead will look dusted with cornstarch or flour. To avoid this we 
need to go with only small color differences when trying to make your shade 
f buff a little darker or lighter. I think this keeps the shafting out of the feath¬ 
ers also. Shafting once you get it is hard to get rid of, so I always select 
away from It if possible. 

This may be the place to mention that shade from the sun will help 
keep the buff color that you’ve bred. When I visited Marcus Davidson all 
those years ago, I thought his place somewhat overgrown with tall horse 
weeds, we call them, about 8 feet tall and big wide leaves. It looked over¬ 
grown, but that was the idea. They made a perfect sunshade and his buff 
colored birds were a beautiful even shade of buff color. How he ever 
caught a bird in that tangle, I never figured out, but they had great color. So 
some good shade will help you keep the evenness of color, especially In the 
females, as they seem to bleach out the most from too much exposure to 
the sun. Here again I think it’s compounded when they are laying eggs, as 
not only do they lose skin pigment, eye color, they also lose some feather 
color. 

I've come to the conclusion in my 25 plus years of breeding buff 
colored birds that if it was that easy to do, more people would breed buff 
colored birds and the color wold be more popular. 

I like all colors of birds. But even if I'm partial to buff colored birds, 

I think that i've come to appreciate a good colored bird even more over the 
years as I learned the complexities and difficulties of breeding a colored 
bint. 

In closing, I hope that I’ve answered some of the questions sur¬ 
rounding buff color that you may have had. I tried to keep with some of the 
basic things that I look for and personal experiences that I've had breeding 
the buff colored birds. Nothing beats some trial and error. After all these 
years every year Is still a learning experience for me. Some years you take 
two steps forward and the next year one backward. It just takes determina¬ 
tion on your part to reach that elusive goal of the perfect type bird and the 
color you have been striving for.

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George Schroeder Gets 
National Poultry Award

WAYNE COUNT Y- 
George Srhroeder, who at 88 
is still r ognized as a prime 
promoi of the Wayne 
County Fair, which he has 
loved and attended for most 
of his life, has been honored 
for his achievements in the 
field of poultry. 

The Prompton resident 
was presented an honor/life 
time achievement award by 
the American Poultry 
Association (APA) on March 
17. The award was presi¬ 
dent by the president of the 
organization, Pat Malone, 
at the APA’s semiannual 
convention at Wapakoneta, 
Ohio. 

S. Robert Powell, 
Carbondale, and George 
Schroeder traveled together 
to this two day convention, 
which was hosted by the 
West Central Ohio Poultry 
Breeders Association. 
Powell, also a poultry fanci¬ 
er, serves as the director of 
APA District 2, serving a 
six-state area that includes 
Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Schroeder is a life 
member of the APA, having 
joined about 1940. On July 
5, 1949, at the APA’s 76th 
annual convention in 
Honesdale, Schroeder 
became an APA eeneral- 
licensed judge (#868). In 
1950, at the request of Paul 
Ives, he judged the national 
Jmeet of the Plymouth Rock 
Club at the Boston show, 
and with that he began a 
^0-year career as one of the 
tnost highly respected APA 
general-licensed poultry 
judges in America. 
f He was a charter member 
of the Wayne County 
Poultry Fanciers’ 

Association (The Cocky 
Crowd”), described as an 
innovative, adventurous 
and courageous group of 
poultry fanciers and likely 
the most celebrated poultry 
association in America in 


the 1940s and 1950s. 

National convention 
was held here 

The Cocky Crowd spon¬ 
sored not only the 17 widely 
renowned Honesdale 

Summer Shows in the peri¬ 
od 1942-1959, but also host¬ 
ed, in Honesdale, the 76th 
national meet and conven¬ 
tion on the APA in 1949, and 
four semi-annual meets 
(1949, 1952, 1954 and 1955) 
of the American Bantam 
Association (ABA). 

Among the key figures in 
the Cocky Crowd over the 
years, besides Schroeder, 
were attorney (later judge) 
James Rutherford, Robert 
Box, Russell C. Wildenstein, 
Oscar Blake, Robert 
Southerton, Ray Terwilliger, 
Harry M. Blake, Walter 
Simmons, Percy Wilmarth, 
Wesley Orth, William 
Kinzinger, Warren Smith 
and Andy Dukerich. 

On Saturday, June 25, 
1949, at the joint APA/ABA 
meet at Honesdale, the 
Cocky Crowd sponsored and 
organized a mammoth poul¬ 
try parade down 
Honesdale’s Main Street. 
Robert Southerton served 
as chairman, and there 
were 16 bands and drum 
and bugle corps, 50 floats, 
and a host of other entries 
set up. An estimated 10,000 
people turned out for the 
i parade, which unfortunate- 
1 ly started with a sudden 

1 and violent rainstorm, and 
t according to the Centennial 
, book of the Wayne County 
* Agricultural Society, ruined 

2 the whole effort. 

^ The APA, the ABA, and 
y the Wayne County Fanciers 
Association, working inde- 
r pendently as well ns togeth- 
y er, repeatedly made poultry 
i’ history in Honesdale in the 
y 1940s and 1950s. 
a Throughout the people, 
s Schroeder was a key player 
'f and significantly con- 
y tributed to the successes 
y achieved by all three organ¬ 


izations. 

So popular with poultry 
fanciers all across America 
did the Honesdale summer 
show become, that Frank L. 
Gary, then president of the 
ABA, was prompted to 
remark, at the Saturday 
night banquet at the 1954 
Honesdale Summer Show, 
“It would be a terrible thing 
in a fancier’s life not to be 
able to come to the 
Honesdale Summer Show.” 

Schroeder’s bantams 
In the 1940s and 1950s, 
Schroeder bred and exhibit¬ 
ed White Cochin bantams 
(bloodline of Art V. Granger, 
South Bend, IN). In 1955, at 
the Jamestown, NY show, 
he won, for the third time 
(previously won at the New 
York shows in January and 
December 1949), the New 
York/ABA Gold Trophy for 
best cock, hen, cockerel, pul¬ 
let, and trio of one variety 
on White Cochin bantams. 
Four engravings of his birds 
were created by Arthur O. 
Schilling, the most highly 
regarded and celebrated 
poultry artist in America at 
the time. Schilling was also 
George Schroeder’s exhibi¬ 
tion poultry mentor. 

In later years, George 
bred and exhibited Black 
Cochin bantams (bloodline 
of D. Ross Blanford, Kansas 
City and Albuquerque). In 
1994, he was named a 
Master Breeder and 
Exhibitor (#174) of Black 
Cochin bantams by the 
ABA. 

From 1950 to 1990, he 
served as poultry superin¬ 
tendent at the Wayne 
County Fair. During these 
years, he also served, for an 
unprecedented two terms, 
as president of the 
Pennsylvania Poultry 

Federation. 

Since the 1920’s 

Schroeder’s association 
with the Wayne County Fair 
extends back to the 1920’s, 
when as a boy, he started 
exhibiting—poultry, of 


course. He reflected that 
when he was a youth, there 
were many thousands of 
chickens on farms across 
Wayne County, and now 
there are hardly any. 

Poultry was a major con¬ 
tributor to the Wayne 
County economy from about 
1930 through 1965. The 
Wayne County Poultry 
Association organized in 
1911. 

From 1990 to 1999, 
Schroeder served as presi¬ 
dent of the Wayne County 
Fair. During George’s time 
as president, Richard 
Laabs, RD Hawley, served 
as poultry superintendent 
at the fair. In 2000, George 
Schroeder again became the 
poultry superintendent at 
the 138th Wayne County 
Fair. 

He stated that the Fair 
Board is in need of a poultry 
director to succeed him; in 
the meantime, he is still 
lending a hand. 

When not raising a fami¬ 
ly or raising, showing, pro¬ 
moting and judging poultry, 
George Schroeder worked 
tor over 30 years, starting in 
1950, as a field representa¬ 
tive for Limestone Products 
Corporation, Newton, NJ.

Non-North American FT A participation - The FTA Constitution currently reads “Any person regardless of 
race, color, sex, creed or nation ,1 origin, shall be eligible of active membership in this Association" This could 
be interpreted to mean that z .one throughout the world could be a member. In fact we have had members 
occasionally in the past v .vere from Britain, New Zealand, and other countries. We had the pleasure of 
having Wilf Lovatt as a n er a few decades back. Do we want to change this to limit FTA membership to 

North .America? The F Constitution says that members may compete in the FT.-, sponsored flying 
competitions in Official o lonor Systems. If we want to limit the membership participation to only North 
American members whil Mowing non-North American membership we will have to add a section to the 
Constitution, probably in icle VII, so stating. 

Multiple kits - If we wa .0 clarify thal a member can only enter and fly one kit per competition a new rule will 
have to be added, if ratifi by the FTA membership. 

Timing while flying - V ■ need to choose from a couple different scenarios, either not allow it at all or clarify 
the conditions under wb i it can be done.

I have received a coup calls regarding Harry Smitn's comments regarding designating the specific fly day when 
entering a weekend a npetition. It has not been the FTA's position that one designate and limit an entrant to 
specifically Saturday r Sunday. The flyer may compete on either day, whatever can be worked out with his 
Timer Many times t o members will pair up and time for each other on opposite days that they flew. But this 
was between the twr and not a r-quirement of the FTA. Should one not have a kit that fly, the other would be 
allowed to fly which ver day was convenient to him. In the case of Honor System competituis, they have always 
had the option of eit.ier day, and have never needed to commit to one specific one prior to the fly. Other clubs 
might have more restrictive competition requirements, but the FTA would much rather a member compete on 
either day than not be allowed to fly on a specific Saturday or Sunday.
